Emma Goldman, 7 1, the anarchist 
who was deported from the United 
States 20 y ears ago because she 
had urged y oung men to oppose 
the world war 
draft, died last 
night. 
Miss Goldman suffered a stroke 
in February and was improv ing 
until a few day s ago. 
A brother, 
Dr. Maurice Goldman, and a sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Stella Vallanty ne, both 
of New York, were at her bedside. 
Another sister, Mrs. Lena Cum­ 
mings, liv es in Rochester, N. Y. 
No ted Anarchist 
Born in Kovno, Russia, Miss 
Goldman came 
to the 
United 
States when she was 15 y ears 
old. She became a Rochester fac­ 
tory girl, married, but soon left 
her husband to espouse the ten­ 
ets of anarchism, and soon was 
known as “Queen of the Anar­ 
chists.” 
Miss Goldman’s marriage to Ja ­ 
cob Kersner cf Rochester ended 
when the men conv icted of re­ 
sponsibility for the H ay m arket 
bombing in Chicago on May Day , 
188 6, were hanged. 
This inspired 
her dev otion to anarchism. 
She 
went to New York, alone, 
to 
preach anarchism and reached the 
climax of a troubled career when 
the 
United 
States 
gov ernment 
sent her back to Russia in 19 20 
with 19 0 other radicals after she 
had serv ed a two y ear prison sen­ 
tence for “conspiracy to urge the 
people of draft age not to enlist.”

Principle value of this new 
short wave, according to Dr. Hull, 
is that it can be confined in an 
ex tremely narrow band and can 
be used in airplanes to record 
the plane’s elevation above the 
ground. Ordinary altimeters show 
only a plane’s height above sea- 
level, but in a plane equipped 
with a transmitter for these 20- 
inch waves, the waves can be 
^sent earthward, will bounce back 
again in a ten millionth of a 
second and record on a dash­ 
board dial the ex act distance be­ 
tween plane and ground, similar 
to the principle of electric sound­ 
ings by ships in water. 
Will Facilitate Landing

Rain es Qu estion 
A represen tativ e of the Foster 
an d Kleiser Compan y told mem­ 
bers of the cou n cil at the hearin g 
that the ordin an ce wou ld be fly in g 
in the face of legal decision s in 
this an d other states.

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THE DEVIL'S BREW 
Nearly 600 highway accident fatalities and 
more than 6000 injury cases involving persons 
who had been drink ing occurred in California dur­ 
ing 19 39 , the State Departm ent of Motor Ve­ 
hicles revealed in proclaiming a stringent cam-* 
paign against drunk driving. 
The figures show 
a sharp increase in accidents of tha t nature, 
comparable with the statistics that 18,321 drunk 
driving cases were brought to California courts 
in 19 39 —a rise of 29 70 over the 19 38 record. 
Public opinion will endorse the campaign. 
Drunk driving is but one of the causes of traffic 
mishaps—yet it is a m ajor one, and it is wholly 
inexcusable. 
Intoxication impairs the faculties 
and judgment of even the ablest driver and it in­ 
creases immensely the potential menace of the 
careless one. In private home or cock tail lounge, 
the highball is legal and for those who enjoy it 
may be the cup that cheers. 
But the “highway 
highball” is not only against the law—it is, by 
grim records of mortuaries, morgues and hos­ 
pitals, the devil’s own brew of sudden death.

WELCOME TO CITIZENSHIP! 
Citizenship Day began last year in a small way 
in Manitowoc, Wis. 
This year, 12,000 Wisconsin young people, hav­ 
ing passed through several months of study and 
training in citizenship, will become 21 years old 
and will be welcomed as citizens in ceremonies 
of dignity and significance. 
The idea of mak ing citizenship a real and living 
thing, and not merely the autom atic product of 
21 years of life, was conceived by Roy Jefferson 
Colbert, a University of Wisconsin teacher. For 
years he pushed the plan. 
Now it is spreading 
widely all over the country. 
Young 
people 
begin 
in 
January 
attending 
classes, forums, discussions of the duties of citi­ 
zenship. 
In the third week of May a civic cele­ 
bration is held, at which the new voters are wel­ 
comed in a dignified and impressive public cere­ 
mony to their full status as citizens. 
Many other cities and states have copied the 
plan, which is rapidly spreading throughout the 
country. 
Not only naturalized, but native-born 
citizens will profit by better understanding of the 
privileges and the duties that go together in mak ­ 
ing a United States citizen. 


“ UNION NOW” 
Fraying everybody’s nerves to fringes, war 
rages in a dozen fronts throughout the world— 
yet most of the “peace projects” cook ed up so 
far are of about as much practical use as a sec­ 
ond-hand theater stub. 
Nevertheless, the labored plan of an ink -stained 
newspaperman, based, logically enough, on eco­ 
nomic foundations, today is being discussed with 
some respect by journals that pride themselves 
on being both analytical and practical. 
To Twentieth Century ears, tuned to the bit­ 
ter clash of opposing philosophies of government, 
morals, religion and ethics, any practical appli­ 
cation of .world brotherhood seems at best a frail 
echo afar. 
It has a fanciful, unreal sound. But 
the newest peace project sounds even stranger. 
It’s called “Union Now.” 
This is the brain-child of one Clarence K. 
Streit, and was conceived at Geneva, seat of the 
League of Nations, where its author for ten years 
was correspondent for the New York Times. 
Newspaperman Streit considers the case of the 
13 American colonies, which originally strove to 
exist as 33 independent nations, and finally band­ 
ed themselves together under a central govern­ 
ment to which, in the words of one national pub­ 
lication reviewing the plan, they gave 
“just 
enough power, but not too much.” He points to 
the immediate progress then of the 13 colonies to­ 
ward mass prosperity and rising living standards 
for all the people. 
And the main reason, he con­ 
cludes, was that the Constitution made of the 
United States one big free-trade area. 


THE ITCH TO BOS S THE RICH 
If I should be ask ed to name one cause of our 
unemployment and of our having for the first 
time in our history a ten-year depression, in which 
period there was no increase in employment, no 
increase in capital investment, no increase in pro­ 
duction, it would be the itch of some classes of 
people to boss the rich. 
Of course, they do not 
call it by this name. It is always done under the 
badge and guise of humanitarianism, and of their 
great sympathy for w hat they call the under­ 
privileged. 
This itch does not have possession of the great 
mass of honest work ers who are not bluffers and 
four-flushers and are willing to exchange a fair 
day’s work for a fair day’s pay. 
But this itch 
that is causing so much trouble has tak en pos­ 
session of im patient dreamers who are dissatis­ 
fied with their lot and are covetous and envious 
of those people who have more of the respect 
of consistent people than they have. 
In this class will be found men who tried to get 
rich quick ly by speculation and lost their savings. 
In this class are preachers who do not be­ 
lieve in God’s immutable principles, that God can 
break His own rules, or principles, and w ant the 
public to believe that they are interp reting Gocfs 
laws and are unwilling to perm it people to ask 
questions which cause them to contradict them ­ 
selves. 
This group also includes politicians who have 
not been successful in their own line of work 
and their own endeavors and seek to mak e an 
easy living by appearing to be very solicitous of 
the welfare of their fellowman, but at the ex­ 
pense of those who are really assisting humanity. 
It also includes professors and instructors who 
are dissatisfied with their postion in society be­ 
cause people who believe in immutable laws and 
the competitive system do not pay as much a t­ 
tention to them as they believe should be paid, 
in their efforts to spread a t public expense, their 
inconsistent ideas tha t there are no eternal p rin­ 
ciples and all things can be decided by m ajority 
rule. 
Also included in this group are labor leaders 
who see a rich and wonderful rew ard financially 
in being able to sell many of the honest work ers 
the idea that wages can be established arbitrarily 
and by force. 
The cause of the itch among the 
labor leaders, of course, is for a temporary, m a­ 
terial gain and the excitement that goes with 
power to select the men who dare work . 
It often also includes many small retailers who 
think if employers would only pay higher wages 
they could sell more. 
They do not realize that 
wages come from production and cannot be a r­ 
bitrarily raised w ithout loss of jobs. 
These are the classes of people, it will be found, 
■who itch to pass laws to compel those who are 
really benefitting mank ind to do it the way these 
disgruntled reform ers claim it can be done; name- 
]y. by tak ing by law from one group and giving 
to another group. 
And these people who itch to boss the rich 
have been fairly successful in so binding the crea- 
the geniuses, that it is impossible for them to 
furnish jobs for their fellowman. 
The laws 
which have done this and caused unemployment, 
are the graduated, discriminatory tax on produc­ 
tion in the form of income tax, gift and inher­ 
itance taxes, the W agner Law that attem p ts to 
establish artificial wages, the Wage and Hour 
Law, the Yellow Dog Contract, the Social Se­ 
curity law that tak es from the steady and thrifty 
employe and turns it over to the drone or the 
shiftless, and by the laws giving the government
